SCHOOL BOARD. 


In submitting this, our annual report, we regret to 
say that we think that our schools have not all been 
quite up to the standard as heretofore. 


In Division 1, there have been two terms: the first term, 
of ten weeks, was taught by Miss Alice E. Cuddihy, of 
Antrim; this was Miss Cuddihy’s first attempt at teach- 
ing; but, being of an industrious disposition, fair prog- 
ress was made. Second term, of thirteen weeks, was 
taught by Miss Mabel A. Vadney, of Washington; this 
was Miss Vadney’s first attempt at teaching; having 
had no experience, and with poor discipline, the result 
was very unsatisfactory at the closing examination. 


As there were only two scholars in Division 2, the 
past year, the school board thought it best to have them 
schooled out of town.
